In terv iew 
W ith T h ird 
V ice-P resid en t 
Stn b b s. 
San F kanckco, July 2d.—J. C. Stubbs, T hird 
V ice-President of the Southern Pacific Railroad, 
arrived hom e on Saturday last, and reported for 
business a t his office this m orning. 
Mr. Stubbs 
w as called to W ashington to testify before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission relative to the 
alleged discrim ination in freights on European 
and Asiatic products over th eir line. 
Mr. Stubbs m ade an argum ent before the com ­ 
m ission on the subject, claim ing th a t the posi­ 
tion assum ed by the com pany was a necessary 
one, and forced upon it by the active com peti­ 
tion of British freighters. 
The Commission re ­ 
served th eir decision. 
The T hird Vice-Presideni seem ed to be con­ 
siderably interested in the progress of the silver 
bill. 
“ In m y opinion," said he, “th e silver question 
is purely an issue of th e coast. 
We are the 
largest producers of th e w hite m etal In this 
country, and we are the ones who are most in ­ 
terested in its universal adoption as a circulat­ 
ing m edium .’’ 
“ It is my b elie',’’ continued Mr. Stubbs, who 
w ith great difficulty and after prolonged search 
fished out a 82 silver certificate from the depths 
of a capacious pocket book, “ tbat the Govern­ 
m ent ought to cease issuing these sm all bills 
and leave all circulation below, say 85, to be 
filled by silver exclusively." 
Regarding the business of the Southern Fa- 
ciflc, Mr. Stubbs stated th at the receipts of the 
road were increasing from week to week, and 
h ad now fully reached the current receipts of 
the sam e period last 
year. 
The 
unusual 
w eather of the w inter and the decrease of tour­ 
ist travel, together w ith the interruption of 
local business caused by the rains, had all con­ 
spired to reduce the com pany's receipts, but 
the present prospect was cheeriug for a good 
season for the road.

The average tem perature for June as de- 
dnced from a record of twenty years, is 70°. 
The past m ooth’s average was 67.8°, cr a 
little over 2° cooler than the norm al tern' 
perature. 
The average precipitation is .12 of an 
inch, as deduced from a record of forty 
years, while last m onth gave nothing. 
Therefore it was .12 of an inch less than 
the average of m any years. 
The following comparative table gives a 
general knowledge of the different meteor­ 
ological features of our climate for thirteen 
years past. It will be noticed that June, 1879 
and 1883 were scorchers, there being ten 
and eleven days, respectively, that the 
tem perature reached above 90°, and in 
June, 1883, the highest was 102.5°, which 
is quite high for the first sum m er month:

OF VICIOUS POLITICS. 
AN EXAMPLE 
In the election fraud trials in Hudson 
county New Jersey, there was manifested 
last week the m 06t remarkably obliquity 
of moral vision and insensibility to crime 
that we have ever heard of. The local 
report runs thus, in part: 
When Judges Lippincott and Paxton resumed 
their sea's tnis momiug, Fallon was recalled. 
He was asked how he happened to be a clerk in 
the First District when he was a resident of the 
second. He replied that he did not know, but 
that he knew another man who did the same 
thing. He left his post during the day to vote 
in his own district, but did not record his leav­ 
ing. He admitted ignorance ol the method of 
keeping poll-books. Questioned on the frauds 
discovered in his books, Fallon could not ac­ 
count for the entries on the poll-book of the 
names of five men of one family who did not go 
near th.- ballot-box on election day, nor lor the 
also108 
several dead men that appeared there 
Oscar Frledeuburg, of No. 146 Montgomery 
street, said that on the eve of election he went 
to headquarters and signed affidavits to the 
effect that the names inclosed represented men 
legally qualified to vote. The witness admitted 
that he kuew none of the men enrolled, and 
signed the affidavit, not knowing that it was 
regular and oath-bound. He did uot mean to 
swear to what he signed, though he did know 
that the paper was previously examined and 
signed by a Notary. 
' 
“Did you think that an honest act?” asked 
Prosecutor Winfield. 
“I knew it was a political act.” was the reply. 
Here were men appointed to most im­ 
portant stations, to aid in determining 
what was the will of the people; but tbev 
appear to have had no idea whatever of 
the solemnity of the obligations under 
which they acted—or at least they were so 
callous in conscience that they committed 
the most unblushing frauds and perjury 
without a twinge, and one of them ex­ 
cused his action by saying “There are 
others as bad as I.” The second attempted 
to screen his crime behind the excuse of 
political action !” Both knew they were 
guilty. One lied in the effort to excuse 
himself. The other told the truth. There 
are plenty of men as bad as he, men who 
have defrauded voters, stolen the weaponry 
of .the American sovereign, aud reversed 
the will of the people by stuffing poll-lists 
and cramming ballot-boxes. But the sec­ 
ond, while he evasively lied, did give the 
key to the reason for his moral strabismus 
that is, vicious politics. It was not a 
political act to swear falsely, but it was a 
political act of the order that bossism ex­ 
cuses. The insensibility of the two Jersey 
witnesses, the apparent fearlessness of 
their replies and their attempted defenses 
go to show to what a low level political 
corruption and unscrupulous bossism may 
bring men. 
ORIGINAL PACKAGE BUSINESS. 
It is said that in North Dakota on the 
Prohibition law going into efleet, about 
half the saloons opened out as original 
package establishments, while aliout one- 
half ‘went out of business. 
Under the 
Dakota interpretation of the decision of 
the Supreme Court of the United States, 
importers of liquors in original packages 
have the right to sell the goods in the 
same packages in which received, so that 
while treating over the bar is at an end, 
the traffic will go on in the form of sales of 
bottles, vials, sealed tumblers and test 
tubes and the like. 
If this is the con­ 
struction of the law, then we have misap­ 
prehended the interpretation by the Su­ 
preme Court. That tribunal held that 
when the sealed or original package has 
reached its destination and been delivered, 
it becomes a part of the common property 
of the State, and is subject to the local 
regulation laws. Now it would seem that 
this means delivery of the original pack­ 
age to the consignee, not the sale by him 
of the goods to any other who may come 
along. If, however, the Dakota construc­ 
tion is sound, then the system has simply 
been changed in form and the Court has 
really decided that local regulation of the 
liquor traffic cannot be maintained. We 
do not believe, however, that the Supreme 
Court will submit to any such construction 
of its recent decision, and shall continue to 
so believe until the Court itself decides 
that thé Dakota construction is sound. If 
that happens, then indeed the temperance 
question will be forced into National 
politics, and it will be impossible to keep 
it out. That this is a desirable position in 
which to place it may well be doubted, 
even by its most ardent friends. It be­ 
longs with communities and States, and 
ought not to he removed to a broader juris­ 
diction. 
GOOD VETOES. 
President Harrison will he commended 
by public judgment for his vetoes of certain 
bills making appropriations for new public 
buildings in townsof minor importance. He 
well says that in a town of no great [>opula- 
tion, where the whole public service re­ 
quires only a Postmaster and two clerks, 
there is no need for a costly structure. 
The truth is that the demand for public 
bnildings in such places is not a genuine 
one—it is simply the result of the vicious 
“rider” and trading system. A hill is in­ 
troduced providing for the erection of a 
public building at a point where there is 
legitimate demand and imperative need 
for it, and where true economy dictates 
that it should l>e erected. Concerning the 
merit of the proposition there is perhaps 
no question raised; but other Congressmen, 
anxious to win local favor, immediately 
begin to offer amendments to the bill in 
the nature of “riders.” or to introduce 
other bills for public buildings that are 
unnecessary. These bills provide for ap­ 
propriations for buildings in towns in their 
districts where clearly the public service 
does not require them. The author of the 
original bill discovers that these riders 
and tail-end bills are threats, in fact, to 
defeat his measure, unless he purchases 
the vote of the authors by agreeing to sup­ 
port the supplemental propositions. It is 
not patting the matter too strouglv to say 
“purchase the sup|>ort,” for that is pre­ 
cisely what the scheme means. These sup 
plemental cinching hills are numerous 
enough to involve the loss of the original 
measure, if the authors of the coercive bills 
combine, and since their interest is a com­ 
mon one against the treasury they tacitly 
“pull together.” Trades are thus put up 
and the delivery of the goods cannot well 
be prevented in most cases, save by the in­ 
terposition of the Executive veto. 


T h e French Government is taking ener­ 
getic steps to prevent the cholera passing 
into that territory. The Snrgeon-General 
of the United States expresses the belief 
that the pest will not reach this country. 
So it may not, and yet it may. There are 
three regular steam packet lines weekly 
between Spanish and Atlantic ports on 
this continent. The disease is transmis­ 
sible by ships carrying goods or passen­ 
gers.

Now, unless we take 
precautions to bar out vessels coming fiom 
infected ports, what reason have we to 
hope to escape the plague ?

The Sacramento Lawn Tennis Club is 
paving two courts at the angle of the 
pavilion grounds, on Fifteenth and M 
streets, with Ventura asphalt. The work 
has excited a great deal of interest because 
of the spirit of street and walkway im­ 
provement now moving the people. 
A Rbcord-Union reporter visited the 
grounds yesterday to see how the work was 
progressing and to pick up any items that 
might be of interest. He fonndjAdrian R. 
Smith, the representative of the contractors, 
Coit, Barton <fc Cowles, of San Francisco, 
on the grounds. Mr. Smith first showed 
him the rock as it came from the mine. It 
has very much the appearance of coal, but 
of finer grain and greater specific gravity. 
He stated that it was a California prodnct, 
the mines being located about four and a 
half miles north of Ventura, that the rock 
was in regularly defined ledges, varying 
from one foot to thirty-four feet in width, 
and that the quantity was inexhaustible. 
He gave the reporter also an analysis by 
Professor Henry CJ. Hanks, showing that 
the rock contained: Fixed bitumen, 24.4 
per cent.; volatile bitumen, none; silica, 
lime, carbonate, etc., 75 6 per cent. 
Ex-State Mineralogist Hanks' report 
states that the following properties were 
observed: “The mineral is UDusually hard 
and tough; it begins to soften at 212° Fahr.; 
it becomes waxy at 248°; begins to volatil­ 
ize at 347°, bat is not liquid, aDd begins to 
melt at 383°. It is not affected by salt 
water or gases, and is only decomposed 
and destroyed by combustion.” 
The reporter then examined one of the 
lawn tennis courts, partly laid, and found 
that an asphalt concrete, composed of 
Ventura asphalt and common gravel, had 
been laid to a depth of two inches, and on 
top of that one inch of what is termed 
surface dressing, the latter being of about 
equal parts Ventura asphalt and fine 
sand. 
The concrete of itself was evidently able 
to withstand enormous pressure, such as 
no ordinary street pavement would be sub­ 
jected to. 
A section of tbe surface dressing had 
just been laid prior to the arrival of the 
reporter on the grounds, and although it 
was so hot as to preclude the “laying on of 
hands,” yet it did not give under the 
weighi of persons walking on it or show 
the indentation of heels. 
“Is this not a very heavy and altogether 
too Btrong a pavement for the requirements 
of a tennis court ?” asked the reporter. 
“It is, indeed,” replied Mr. Smith: “it is, 
in fact, a street pavement, and of strength 
and durability far beyond the requirements 
ot a tennis court; but we were anxious to 
show the property-owners and citizens of 
Sacramento generally the full merits of our 
material, both for street paving and side­ 
walk work. The Lawn Tennis Club is 
composed of prominent property-owners 
and people interested in street improve­ 
ments, and in no more forcible way coaid 
we show them thestrength, merit and heat- 
resisting qualities of our material.” 
“How does this asphalt-concrete com­ 
pare with Portland cement concrete in 
strength and durability?” 
"Herman Schussler, Chief Engineer of 
the Spring Valley Water Works, has tested 
briquettes composed of 60 per cent, sand 
and 40 per cent. Ventura asphalt, and 
found their tensile strength to be 925 
pounds to the square inch, which is about 
three times the tensile strength of Portland 
cement concrete. As to durability, asphalt 
concrete is indestructible, and it is also in a 
marked degree more elastic, and is not 
brittle.” 
“How does your pavement compare in 
cost with asphalt pavements in the East 
aud in California?” 
"Trinidad asphalt pavements in Buffalo 
coat $3 per square yard. Bituminous rock 
pavements in California average about 
$2 70. Our price is $2 25.” 
"How does your material compare with 
bituminous rock ?” 
“According to the report of the State 
Mineralogist the best bituminons rock con­ 
tains 21 per cent, fixed bitumen aud 18 per 
cent, volatile bitumen. Ventura asphalt 
contains 24 4-10 per cent, fixed bitumen 
and no volatile bitumen whatever.” 
“You seem to lay particular stress upon 
the fact that you have no volatile bitumeg 
in your rock ?” 
“ When you stop to consider that the 
volatile bitumen will all pass off by atmos­ 
pheric contact in the course of a few years, 
and that the bitumen is the so-called ‘life’ 
or binding f >rce which keeps the pavement 
together, I do not think you will blame 
me for laying ‘particular stress’ upon it.” 
“Have you had many callers?” 
“A great numoer of people have called 
aDd examined our work, and we are bdx- 
ious to have all interested in good street 
pavements for Sacramento thoroughly in­ 
spect our material and oar work. W. H. 
Worewick, the Vice-President and Chief 
Engineer of the Ventura Asphalt Com­ 
pany, is superintending the work here and 
will have charge of all work in Sacramento, 
and he says he will give all visitors a full 
and intelligent description of the material 
and the uses to which it can be adapted.” 
“Most sidewalks laid with bituminons 
rock over wooden planks crack over the 
spaces between the boards. Can you avoid 
that cracking?” suggested the reporter. 
“We can. We tirat fill up all the inter­ 
stices with asphalt tempered so as to resist 
great heat, and our sidewalk is laid over 
planks practically cemented together, and 
you can see from the work now before you 
that we can make our sidewalks as smooth 
and uniform as tbe best cement side­ 
walks.”

In all respects the library seems to be doing a 
good work. The percentage of fiction Is larger 
thanJI wish, and there is not so m uch interest 
m anifested by the teachers in the library, and 
th e help it m ight be to the pupils in the public 
schools as it ought lo be. I try to get all the 
books th at w ill oe helpful to pupils aD d teach­ 
ers. and often talk ill regard to it w ith those w ho 
frequent the library.

SUIT AGAINST THE CITY. 


E v erett P ie rce W a n ts D a m a g es to th e 
E x ten t o f 8 2 ,5 0 0 . 
On yesterday an action was brought in 
the Superior Court by A. J. and Elwood 
B runer for Everett Pieroe aeaiDst the City 
of Sacramento, alleging that he had sus­ 
tained damages to the extent of $2,500 by 
reason of the unwarranted acts of defend­ 
ant in raising the levee of Y street opposite 
plaintiff's premises five feet above the grade 
of 1878. 
The plaintiff alleges that he ia the owner 
of ten-acre tract No. 1; that his northern 
boundary line fronts on Y street for 600 
feet; that bis residence is upon said land, 
and that he has at great cost and labor cul­ 
tivated and raised a beautiful fiower and 
ornam ental garden near his said dwelling, 
that about nine acres of his said lands are 
used by plaintiff as a vegetable garden, the 
produce from which is of great value and 
is freighted by plaintiff for sale to Sacra­ 
m ento city. 
The plaintiff alleges further that m the 
m onths of February and March of this 
year the city, through the Trustees, caused 
to be erected a second levee on Y street, 
opposite the lands of the plaintiff, five feet 
high and five feet wide at the top. 
He goes on to state that the only mode 
of ingress and egress he has to and from 
his said premises is by means of said Y 
street, and that by reason of the construe 
tion of this second levee it is impossible 
for teams to pass each other at any point 
on Y street, opposite his premises; that it 
is utterly impossible for teams loaded with 
household and farmiDg supplies, or loaded 
with the products raised upon his land to 
enter or leave his premises. 
The plaintifffurther states, that by reason 
of the construction of this levee hts view 
towards Sacramento city is entirely de­ 
stroyed and obstructed. T hat the preva­ 
lent north winds carry the dost and dirt 
from the ievee over and upon his land and 
renders the vegetable crops raised thereon 
of much less value; that the dust and dirt 
covers his flower and ornam ental garden, 
and tills his house with the same. Plain­ 
tiff also alleges that the defendant has to­ 
tally destroyed the sidewalks in front of 
his premises on Y street, and that the only 
m eans his family and friends have when 
entering his premises on foot is by means 
of this levee and road on Y street. 
H e complains that the only approach to 
and from his dwelling-house and premises 
for teams and vehicles of all descriptions 
has by reason of the unw arranted ac:s of 
defendant been completely destroyed, and 
that be has thereby no sate, convenient or 
possible mode of ingress or egrts3 to and 
from his dwelling-house aud premises for 
such teams and vehicles. 
The complaint continues as follow s: 
"The said plaintiff further alleges and avers 
that the aforesaid acts of defendant are in­ 
jurious to the health ot plaintiff, his family 
an servants, oppressive to the senses, de­ 
structive to the products raised upon his 
said lands, an obstruction to the free use 
and eDjoymeut of thesaid plaintiff's premi­ 
ses ana family residence, and obstruction to 
plaintiffs view therefrom, and so interferes 
w ith the comfortable use and enjoym ent of 
his said premises as to create an aggravated, 
intolerable and insupportable nuisance, and 
that all of the said acts herein complained 
of are specially injurious to himself, family 
and his said property. W herefore, and bv 
reasons thereof, the said plaintiff avers and 
alleges that he has sustained damages to 
the am ount of $2,500, no part of which has 
been paid.”

MONY FOR A DIVORCE CASE.

A peculiar suit was heard in Justice of 
the Peace Devine’s Court yesterday. 
Robert Good, a special policeman, was 
the plaintiff, and John L. W oods, whose 
nam e has appeared frequently in public 
print of late on account of hia family 
troubles, was the defendant. Good sued to 
recover $70 alleged to be due him for serv­ 
ices rendered as a detective in digging up 
testimony whereby Woods was to secure a 
divorce from his wife. 
On the stand Good told how he had been 
engaged in the capacity of a “shadow” by 
Woods and his attorney, W. A. Anderson, 
and went on to relate how he had watched 
“certain actions," at a “certain place" and 
at a “certain tim e.” 
Judge Devine insisted that the witness 
should be more explicit. H e did not pro­ 
pose to pass judgm ent on a case, he said, 
when all the facts were being suppressed. 
Good thereupon gave the details, adding 
that he was to receive $100 for the job. H e 
had only been paid $30, hence the suit for 
the rem aining $70, Woods having secured 
the desired divorce from his wife. 
W . A. Root testified that he, too, had 
been engaged as a “shadow,” and under­ 
stood that Good’s compensation was to be 
$100 if the divorce was secured. 
Attorney W . A. Anderson then took the 
stand for the defense, and his testimony 
was of a decidedly sensational character. 
“It was I who employed this m an,” he 
said, pointing to Good, “and I agreed to 
pay him $3 a day, but after a couple of 
days I found that he was rendering us no 
service, and was bleeding m y client, so I 
dropped him . I did not drop him out­ 
right, tnough, because I was afraid he 
would betray our case to the other side. 
Afterwards m y client and I told him we 
would pay him $100 if he could secure evi­ 
dence sufficient to procure a divorce and 
the custody of m y client’s child. I soon 
found, though, that he was giving onr 
plans away to the other side. 
H e did not 
do w hat he was told to do. H e had 
agreed to watch in a cellar for cer- ’ 
tain developments, but when the time 
came he was too cowardly to do it. 
He 
never got a bit of testimony for us. W hen 
I asked him about certain thiDgs that I 
knew he ought to know about, he would 
say he did not know. I knew w hat that 
m eant—it was more blackmail. 
Every 
tim e he m et Woods on the street he would 
strike him for a couple of dollars.” 
“Do you consider that blackm ail?” asked 
Judge Tubbs, Good’s attorney. 
“Most assuredly I do,” replied Mr. Ander­ 
son. 
Continuing, 
Mr. 
Anderson 
said the 
money Woods paid the "shadow” was in 
the nature of “hush money,” in order to 
keep Good from telling the other side 
what they were doing. 
"H e betrayed us 
just the same, though,” said Mr. Anderson. 
"H e told the very man we wanted to catch 
abont it, and also told Mrs. Woods that we 
were watching her. 
I know that of my 
own knowledge. The woman herself said 
that that greasy m an from Jim Senatz’ had 
been around to see her. I paid him $15 
myself to keep still. 
H e made a fuss, and 
wanted more, so I promised to get some 
money for him , to keep him quiet.” , 
John L. Woods, the defendant, gave 
testimony sim ilar to that of his attorney. 
Judge Devine, in passing judgm ent, in­ 
tim ated that the business Good had en­ 
gaged in was not the most commendable, 
still, he believed that a contract had been 
entered into, and, although Good’s testi­ 
mony had not been used at the trial of the 
divorce case, the contract had, to a certain 
extent, been fulfilled. 
H e therefore gave 
judgm ent to Good for $51 50. 


THE BOND ELECTION. 


T h e C o m m ittee M ak es P rep a ra tio n s for 
th e C om ing E ven t. 
The Bond Election Committee m et last 
evening at Judge Baker’s office. 
It was called to order by President C. A. 
Luhrs, who first announced the appoint­ 
m ent of the following committees: F i­ 
nance—J. M. M illiken, Thos. Hague, Jas. 
Popert, Mayor Comstock, D. A. Lindley 
and Sylvester Tryon. 
Address and Advertising—S. E. Carring­ 
ton, Dr. G. L. Simmons and David Lnbin. 
Mr. Lnbin suggested that some kind of 
a device be arranged for the Fourth of 
July procession to rem ind voters of their 
duty at the coining election. 
C. A. Luhrs thought that at least ten good 
men be selected for each polling-place, to 
urge the voters to cast their ballots in favor 
ot the issuing of the bonds and explain to 
them the benefits to be derived by their so 
doing. 
Mr. Lubin said he thought th at on the 
day of the election people would come to 
the polls with their minds fixed one way or 
the other, and, therefore, he considered 
that the m atter should be argued before 
the people several days before the election. 
He argued that the better plan would be to 
have addresses printed and distributed 
among the people on the streets on the 
Fourth of July. If it was properly worded, 
and made short and to the paint, he be­ 
lieved it would have the effect of gaining 
many a vote. 
It was ordered that the address be printed. 
Dr. Dixon moved that a neatly arranged 
banner, with the w ords: “ Vote for the 
bond measure and improve our streets.” in­ 
scribed thereon, be gotten up and carried in 
the Fourth of July parade. It was so or­ 
dered. 
It was ordered that the Chair appoint a 
committee of six gentlemen, whose duty it 
will be to select a committee of ten for 
each polling place. The following gentle­ 
men were appointed : Dr. G. M. Dixon, M. 
J. Dillman, C. T. Noyes, A. B. Sanborn, F. 
R. Dray and D. A. Lindley. 
S. E. Carrington informed the meeting 
that the City Trustees had ordered 25,000 
ballots printed. 
The following gentlemen were selected 
a committee to notify the men in their 
respective 
departm ents of the railroad 
shops of the approaching bond election 
and inform them of the m erits of the 
question ; M. A. Baxter, W. C. Fitch, C. C. 
Bonte, Jabez Turner, Benjamin Welch, 
Jam es Dunnigan, Jam es McCullough, S. 
Uren, A. Younger, W. Webb, V. Leinay, 
E. M. Luckett and G. A. Stoddard. 
Dr. Dixon said he believed a bit of sar­ 
casm would not be out of place, and sug­ 
gested that an old top-wagon, w ith the 
wheels clogged with mud, be drawn in 
the Horribles’ parade by two broken-down 
horses, and that the following words be 
painted on the canvas to p : “D on’t vote 
for the bond measure ; it will injure our 
streets." 
The committee were unanim ous in favor 
of Dr. Dixon's suggestion, the carrying out 
of wflich was left to the doctor. 
M. J. Dillman and D. A. Lindley were 
appointed a committee to see that several 
canvas banners, calling the attention of the 
public to the election, be stretched across 
the streets at intervals on J and K. 
Sylvester Tryon didn’t believe in spend­ 
ing money for the purpose of having ban­ 
ners stretched across the street. 
It was all 
a humbug, and wouldn’t have the effect of 
procuring a vote. 
Mr. Tryon also said that, 
contrary to the general belief, ai 1 of the team­ 
sters in town were in favor of the issuing of 
bonds. 
Mr. Popert begged to differ from Mr. 
Tryon on the latter proposition. 
H e be­ 
lieved that that class of the people were 
opposed to the measure. 
After a red-hot discussion on m atters in 
general, the committee adjourned to meet 
next Monday evening.

IN THE SENATE. 
Washington, July 2d.—To-day, in the Soíate. 
'Plumb, Irom the Committee on Public Lends, 
reported the Senate bill to provide tor the de­ 
livery of land patents to their rightful owner, 
and asked for its immediate consideration. 
Statements were made by Plumb, Paddock and 
Berry that there were some 28y;')00 laud patents 
accumulated in the General Laud Office for 
which those entitled to them had not applied; 
th at a thrifty firm of Washington attorneys had 
been permitted to h a re the Lets made of them 
that tney had then communicated with tier- 
sons entitled to them, notifying them 'that tney 
could get tbeir patents on the payment of a cer­ 
tain lee; that this was an act of collusion be­ 
tween the Assistant Commissioner, who was 
then Assistant Secretary of the Interior, acting 
as Commissioner, and this law firm,and the bill 
was designed to m isirate th at job. 
The bill was then passed. Itd lre r’.s the Sec­ 
retary ot the Interior to send to the Recorder of 
Deeas in each city in which lands so patented 
lie. the lists of land patents iu the county that 
have been in the General Land Offiee uncalled 
for tor twelve months. 
Hiscock called up his motion to reconsider 
the vote by which the Senate yesterday relused 
to recede from th e amendments 10 the legisla­ 
tive appioprmtion hill. The motion was agreed 
to, and after dcbale-the Senate receded from 
the amendments. The bill notv goes to the 
President, t 
The Senatejnroceeded to the consideration o f 
two Senate bills reported from the Committee 
on Commerce, to place American m erchant ma­ 
rine engaged in foreign trade U]>on an equality 
w ith that of other nations, and to provide for 
an ocean m ail and security of service between 
the United States and foreign por.s, and to pro­ 
mote the service. 
Frye said the first bill was a bounty on ton 
nage. and the secsnd was known as the postal 
subsidy bill. He declared that unless Congress 
did something to aid American ships, and th at 
speedily, there would soon not be a single 
steamship line traversing tne ocean carrying 
the Amei icon flag. 
He could not understand the innermost 
thought and feelings ol .Ymerican citizens who 
could listen to statements of facts about the 
foreign earring trade and not feel an impulse to 
go back once more on the ocean wherre the 
United States stood in such proud conspicuous­ 
ness thirty years ago. The American carrving 
trade was dead for want of protection. ItYvas 
the only great American industry of which the 
same could be said. The people of the United 
States had paid titty millions a year to keep 
alive the sugar industry of the United States. 
Six millions a year would revive the dead body 
of the American m erchant marine and keep it 
on the oceon. 
Vest addressed the Senate in opposition to the 
subsidy hills. The foreign carrving power was 
languishing and alm -st dead, but so was the 
cattle trade, aud yet if he were to propose a sui - 
sidy for the cattle trade the proposition would 
be attacked as the most monstrous ever heard. 
He went on to speak of the Pan-American Con 
gress as a '‘chestnut” —a back number, it was 
half made up whan Harrison’s administration 
came into existence.-and the restless and ambi­ 
tious spirit of the present Secretary of State 
seiz d upon it aud concluded to parade it be­ 
fore the country as a great and phenomenal 
diplomatic victory. The senator from Maine 
wanted to give subsidies to vessels in the foreign 
trade, so as to bring about an increased trade, 
not only with the Sonth American States, but 
also with all European couutries aDd the world 
at large. The effect of subsidizing any particu 
lar line was to discourage all others. 
Vest yielded the floor without couciuding his 
speech, and Frye said he hoped to have the 
Senate act to morrow on both bills, as he in 
tended to call up the river aud harbor bill on 
Monday. 
After an executive session the Senate ad 
journed. 
it; THE HOUSE. 
Washington, July 3d —Last evening was de 
voted to discussing the Federal election bill. 
The House this morning resumed considera­ 
tion of the Federal election bill, the pending

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Tucker of Virginia, requiring the Judge of the 
Circuit Court, associated with the Distriol. Judge, I 
to pass upon the application for Supervisors of 
Election. 
Tucker's amendment was rejected. 
Bowell 'Of Illinois offered an amendment 
making it the duty of the Circuit Judges in 
each of «he circuits, within one month after the 
passage of this Act, to open a special term of 
the Circuit Court in their respective circuits, 
and said Judges shall appoint for each Judicial 
District three discreet persons oi good character 
aud standing, who shall be knowD as United 
States Juror Commissioners. It shall be the 
duty of 6uch Commissioners to organise as a 
Board, and from time to tim e make from quali­ 
fied voters a list of persons who UDder the laws 
«f the United States and of the State ah ail be 
eligible for jury duty without respect to race or 
color. Hereafter all panels for jurors shall be 
drawn by a Board m presence of the District or 
Circuit J udge. 
Springer of Illinois opposed the amendment, 
declaring its purpose was to pack the juries ol 
the country with Republican partisans. It was 
the culmination of outrage contemplated bv the 
bill. 
RowelTs amendm ent was agreed to—146 to 
113. 
A good deal of confusion followed the an­ 
nouncement, amid which several Democrats 
demanded the ayes and noes. but in so low a 
tone it was net heard by the Speaker, who 
recognized Struble oí Iowa to offer an amend­ 
ment. 
Then Outhwaite of Ohio called the attention 
of the Speaker to the fact that the ayes and 
noes were demanded, and upon the Speaker ex­ 
pressing the opinion that the demand came too 
late.Outhwaiie himself requested all those lav- 
oriog the demand to rise. 
The entire Demo­ 
cratic 8ide>rose, but the Speaker entirely ignored 
it aud did no t count those rising. 
He stated, 
however, if there was no objection the aves and 
noes might be ordered. 
There beiog no objection the Speaker directed 
the Clerk to call the roll, amid a volley of pro­ 
tests from the Democrats at being granted as a 
favor what they demanded as a right. 
The -amendment was adopted—yeas 153, nays 
144. 
Hemphill offered an amendment to Section 
32 of the bill to insert the words, ‘‘except Sec­ 
tion 1 of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States.” He explained that the section of the 
bill empowered the Supervisors to use the army 
and navy at the polls, and the purpose of his 
amendment was to eliminate that provision. 
J odge denied the bill had any such effect as 
stated. 
Blount of Georgia said the bill provided for 
the appointment of partisan Supervisors and 
surrounded those Supervisors with United States 
soldiers at their beck and call, to make voters 
feel they were under the terrors of the military 
authority. 
' 
McKinley of Ohio said the amendment would 
take troca the President all jiower he had to 
enforce judicial processes. 
The bill would 
be destroyed if the Government were deprived 
of the right to use the Federal powei to exe­ 
cute judical processes under the proposed meas­ 
ure. 
‘ 
Hemphill’s amendment was lost—ayes 146, 
noes 15o. 
Springer moved to lay the bill on the table and 
thus defeat it. 
The motion was beaten—149 ayes, 155 noes. 
The oulv Republicans to vote in favor of the 
motion were Coleman of Louisiauaand Lehl- 
bach of New Jersey. Ewart ot North Carolina, 
another bolter, paired with Simonds of Connecti­ 
cut. 
Springer, before the vote was announced, 
changed from ave to no, and m ovtd to recon­ 
sider. 
Kowellof Illinois moved to lay that motion on 
the table. Carried—ayes 153, noes 148. 
McKinley said no honest man could object 
to the bilL It was said that the bill would be 
expensive and would cost millions. 
It was as­ 
sumed that the *10 districts of the country 
would invoke the operations of the law. He 
said there was not a man who did not know 
that not 100 districts would invoke its operation. 
They would diminish the cost ot the adminis­ 
tration of law in the ratio iu which they dimin­ 
ished fraudulent voting, false counting, ballot- 
box stuffing and suppression of votes, j Repub­ 
lican applause ] It would cost nothing, if there 
was no need Tor it. This question would not rest 
until justice was done. It was the supreme 
duty of the nation to enforce the Constitution 
and laws of the United States. Let the gentle­ 
men on the other side obey them as the Repub­ 
licans obeyed them, for he told them that the 
people-of the North would not permit two votes 
in the South to count as much as five votes in 
the North. [Republican applause.] 
McMiilin of Tennessee said the Republicans 
might, like mad men. grasp the pillars of the 
Constitution and puli the edifice down, mu. 
like Samson, they would perish in a week. If 
he could register the wish in heaven, he would 
ask not for an extension of the boundaries or 
multiplication of territory; not for flowing 
rivers and fertile fields, but that the man who 
laid violent hands upon the Constitution might 
drop dead, as did the sacrilegious Jew who laid 
an impious hand upon the ark of the covenant. 
[Democratic applause J 
Perkins of Kansas and La Follette of Wis­ 
consin made eloquent pleas in favor of the bill. 
The hour of 2 o’clock having arived, the 
Speaker declared the previous question ordered 
on the bill, and, pending the amendment. 
Springer moved to lay the bill on the table. 
Lost—ayes 148, nays 116. 
Springer changed his vote from the affirma­ 
tive to the negative, in order to move a recon­ 
sideration. This, upon motion of Rowell, was 
laid upon the table—ayes 153, noes 148. 
The vote then recurred on Hemphill's amend- 
mend relative to the use of troops at the polls 
and it was rejected—ayes 145. noes 156. 
Springer 'having voted in the negative for the 
purpose i moved a reconsideration. The motion 
was tabled. 
Springer moved to lay the bill on the table, 
stating that bis former motion was to table the 
bill aud pending amendments. 
The Speaker ruled the motion out of order. 
Spriuger appealed, and the appeal was laid on 
the table. 
Springer, having voted in the affirmative, 
moved a reconsideration. 
Grosvener made a point of order that this was 
a dilatory morion, a point which whs sustained 
by the Speaker. Springer appealed, but the 
8peaker declined to entertain the appeal. 
Springer protested that this was the first time in 
the history ot the Government that a motion to 
reconsider was not recognized, hut his voice 
wasdrowned in the calls for regular order from 
the Republican side. Springer moved to ad­ 
journ. Lost—yeas 147, nays 157. 
The hill was ordered engrossed and read the 
third tim e—yeas 157. nays 148. 
Hemphill of South Carolina moved to recom­ 
mit the bill. Lost—y-.as 148, nays 156. Cole­ 
man and Lehlbach voted with the Democrats in 
the affirmative 
Springer having voted in the negative,moved 
tl at the reconsideration be taoled. 
outhw aite moved an adjournment, which the 
Speaker ruled out as dilatory. 
Springer demanded the reading of the en­ 
grossed bill, but the Speaker was prepared for 
ibis demand, the bill having been engrossed in 
advance, and a burst of applause came from 
the Republican side when the clerk beeiui read­ 
ing. 
'1 wo hours were consumed in the read- 
ln£; 
The question then recurred on the passage of 
the bill. As the call was in progress the great­ 
est interest was manifested on both sides of the 
House. 
As Coleman of Virginia cast his vote 
with the Democrats he was greeted with ap 
plause from that side of the House. The ap­ 
plause was reinforced with cheers when Lehl- 
r>ach of New Jersey also cast a vote against the 
measure. The Republicans retaliat'd in kind, 
as the Southern Kecu riicaus Honk and Taylor 
of Tenneesee.
